A Proclamation for the preuenting of the exporta- 


tion of Woolles, VV oolle-fels, Y arne, Fullers earth, and Woad-aſhes, 
and for the better vent of Cloth, and Stuffe made of 
Wooll, within this Kingdome. 


Ear? | Aving vnderitood No generall complaints of Our louing Subiects from the ſeuerall 
| parts of this Dur Realme of England, that of late yeeres the uBoolles 

of this Pur Kingdome are exceedingly fallen from their woonted va- 
lues, and that the Cloth and Stuffes of this Our Kingdome, haue 
not that vent in toꝛraine parts which foꝛmerly they haue had: Vee 
taking thele things, and the weightie conſequence thereof, into Dur 
Paincely conſideration, as matter of very great impoꝛtante to the wealth 
and welfare of this Our Kingdome, and being tarefull to pꝛouide a ſpec- 
dy and effectuall remedy againſt ſuch a growing euill, and to the end that 
9899898 the honeſt Clofhters, and thoſe painefull woꝛkkolkes that depend vpon 
I» them, might bee comfozted in their labours, and bee intouraged in their 

trades, and the woolles and manufactures of Woolles reſtozed to their wonted eſtimation ; Haue 
therefoze ſerioufly and often aduiſed with Qur Pꝛiuie Counſell foꝛ the good of Our people; and the 
better to be infoꝛmed, both of the true cauſes,and the fitteſt remedies, thought it expe dient. firſt to no⸗ 
minate a Committee of twelue perſons oft quality and kno wne abilities, not onely to infoꝛme them- 
ſelues out of their owne obſeruations and iudgements, but alſo by conference with diners Knights 
and Gentlemen of ſeuerall Counties, Merchants of diuers Societies Clothiers of ſcuerallclothings 
Shires, and with all ſach others as they in their opinions thought fit, and then afterwards to 

mahle repoꝛt to Us and Dur P:tme Counlell of their pꝛoteedings in that behalfe. 

Which Committee, accoꝛding to Our truſt in them repoſed, haue with great tare aud diligence tra- 
uelled therein, and exactly inquired both into the cauſes, and after the remedies, and made their re⸗ 
poꝛt vnto Us accoꝛdingly: whereupon, and after aduiſe taken with Our Pꝛuie Counlell, We finde 
amongſt other things of moment, That the expoꝛtation of woolles, Woolle-fels, Woollen parne, 
Fullers earth, and Woad-aſhes, are a great meanes to inable the foꝛraigne making of Cloth, and a 
pꝛincipall impediment to the vent of Dur Clothes made in England ; And that the falſe and deceit- 
full making, dying, and dreſſing of Our Cloth and Stuffes heere made of woolles, doth exteeding⸗ 
ly diſgrace and diſcredit the Dzapery ofthis Dur Kingdome, and doth very much hinder the vent 
of theſe commodities. | A 


woe therfoꝛe out ot the great deſire woe haue to aduance the wealth of Hur people, by allmeanes 
poſſible to cheriſh and comfoꝛt their labours, doe bytheſe pꝛeſents ſtraitely charge and command, 
that no manner of Woolles, Woollefels, Wollen yarne, Coꝛniſh-hapꝛe, Fullers earth, Woad aſhes, 
be at any time oz times heereaffer, expoꝛted out ofthis Our Realme of England, Dominion of Wales, 
Towne oꝛ Poꝛt of Barwicke, oꝛ any the Jles,Pozts,Creekes,oz plates therof into any foꝛraine parts, 
oꝛinto Dur Kingdoineof Scotland, noz that any maner of Woolls, Wooll-fels, Woollen pearne, Ful - 
lers earth, oꝛ oad aſhes, be tranſpoꝛted out of Our Kingdome of Ireland, into any other parts then 
into the Nealme of England onely, vpon paine of confiſcation of all ſuch Woolles, and other the pꝛe⸗ 
miſſes ſo tranſpoꝛted, oꝛ endeuoured to be tranſpozted, as alſo of Our higheſt indignation, and the 
ſeuereſt cenſure of Our Court of Starre chamber, and of ſuch other paines and penalties as by the 
1 and Statutes of this Pur Kingdome, and by Our Pꝛerogatiue Royall may bee in- 

icted. 

And to the end that all Officers and Miniſters tn, oꝛ about Our Poꝛts of England, may the moꝛe 
ſtrictly looke to the obſeruance ofthis Our will and pleaſare, foꝛ the weale of this Pur Kingdome; 
We do further ſtraitly charge andcommand, that if any Officer oz Miniſter of oꝛ belonging to Dur 

Cuſtomes oꝛ Pozts, oꝛ attending at any the Hauens, Creekes, 02 places adiatent, oꝛ carrying to the 
Dea, ſhall conſent o2conntne at the vnlawfull expoꝛtation of the pꝛemiſſes, oꝛ any of them: Oꝛ if any 
of them ſhall make any certificate vpon any cocket ofthe landing of any woolles in any Poꝛts ofthis 
Our Realme, vnleſſe the Officer himſelfe, who ſhall make ſuch certificate, do firſt ſee the ſame Wools 
landed, acco2ding to the contents of the ſayd certificate : Oꝛ ik the ſayd Dfficers oz any of them ſhall 
make any cocket, which ſhall not conteine both the number of Sackes, and the weight of the Wooll 
in euery Sack contepned in ſuch cocket; That then euery ſuch Officer and Miniſter, who (hall offend 
in any the pꝛemiſſes, ſhall not onely fozfeit his Office, place, and employment, but ſhalt alſo incurre 
all other the paynes and penalttes afoꝛeſayd. And ik any Miniſter oꝛ £fficer of, oz in any (hip oꝛ o- 
ther Uellell, ſhall permit and ſuffer any Woolles, Wooll-fels, oꝛ any other of the pꝛemiſſes to bee 
tranſpozted in any Ship, Bottome, oz other Ueſſell, wherein, oz whereofhe is 0: ſhall bee Maſter, oꝛ 
— — That then euery perſon ſo offending ſhall be ſubiect vnto ſuch paines and penalties 
as afozeſayd, | | 

And incaſe there be now in foꝛte any fozmer Licences oꝛ authoꝛities heeretofoze giuen and gran- 
ted by Us, oꝛ any ot Our Pꝛedeteſſoꝛs, foꝛ tranſpoꝛtation of woolles, oz. any other the pꝛemiſſes, 
We doe heereby reuoke and diſanull the lame; And are reſolued that none ſuch heerealter ſhall bee 
granted: And foꝛ the better vtterance of Cloth within this Hur Kingdome, wee doe ſtrauly charge 
and tommand, that when, and as often as vpon the occafion of any Burials oꝛ Funerals,any Blacks 
be heereafter giuen oꝛ woꝛne; That then ſuch blackes and mourning ſtuffes chan bee onelyof Cloth 
and Stuffes, made of the wWooll of this Kingdome, and not elſewhere, noꝛ otherwiſe. 

And koꝛ that wee are infoꝛmed that the falſe dying of Cloth and Stuffes made of woolls. is a 
great hinderante to the vent of choſe commodities : Therefoze We ſtraitly will and command, That 
no perſon whatſoeucr in, oꝛ towards the dying of any Cloth, of what ſozt ſoener, oꝛ of any Stuffes 
made of Wooll, ſhall vſe any Logwood oz Blockewood, the vſe whereof about the ſayd Clothes 
and Stuffes, hath ſo often by ſeuerall Tawes and Pzoclamations beene already condemned : And 
fo: the better diſconery of faiſeand deceauable dying, andthe ſuppꝛeſſing of the ſayd Logwood and 
25lockewood, in and about the dying of Stuffes made of wooll, Mee ſtraitly charge andcommand 
the wardens ofthe Diers of London, Within the compaſle of their ſearch, and all other Officers in o⸗ 
ther places, That from time to time they make carefull c diligent ſearch foꝛ the diſcouery of all falſe 
and deteitkull dying: and if in their learches they ſhall finde any Cloth oz Stuffe died with Log- 
wood oꝛ Wlocke wood, either in all oꝛ in part, That they ſeaze the ſame, and infoꝛme Our Attur- 
ney Generall foꝛ the time being thereof, that ſuch pzoceeding may be ſpeedily had againſt the offen- 
ders, as ſo great a contempt deſerueth. | 

Further. we doe hereby ſtraitiy charge and command all Yuſtices of Peace, Maioꝛs, Sheriffes, 
Bayliffes, Officers, and other perſons whatſoeuer, to doe their beſt endeuours to diſcouer all and 
euerythe offenders againſt this Our Pzoclamation. And foꝛ the better encouragement of all ſueh 
as ſhall take care and paines to make ſuch diſconeries. Our will and pleaſurs is, that euery ſuch 
perſon that ſhall be the firſt diſcouerer ofſuch offender, ſhall berewarded with the moity oꝛ one halle 
ok ſuch ſummes of money as ſhall come vnto Us by vertue ofany fozfeiture incurred vpon this Pur 
P2oclamation, Giuing alſo like charge and command, that all perſons of what degree, quality oz 
place ſoeuer, to whom it ſhall appertaine, doe diligently obſerne, and readily aſſiſt the due perfoz- 


mance of this Our Pꝛotlamation in all things.

Allo We doe hereby thinke good to declare to all Pur louing Subiects, that, toꝛ the moze equall 
ballancing of trade, furthering of Commerce, increaſing of Marchandtze, remoouing of impedt- 
ments of Trade, and applying ot remedies, accozding to the variation of occaſions, and foz di- 
ners other waightie matters, much impoꝛting the enriching and flouriſhing eſtate of this Pur 
kingdome of England, Me are reſolued foozthwith , by Commiſſion vuder Our great Seale of 
England, to authoxzeſome ſelect perſons to be Pur Commiſſioners, who ſhall take into their ſpeciall 
care and conſideration the cauſes and matters afozeſaid, and they from time to time to make repozt 
thereof to the Body of our pꝛiuie Counſell, whereupon, We with the aduile of Our pꝛiuie Counſell, 
ſhall apply luch further helpe in each particular as ſhalbe apteſt and fitteſt foꝛ ſo great a woꝛke. 

And foꝛ the better pꝛoteeding in this Our intenſion, to the honour and weale of all Our King⸗ 
domes, We are allo reſolued, witz all conuenient ſpeed to giue directions, that ſome Commiſſio⸗ 
ners out of Our Kingdome of Scotland, ſhall meet and conferre with Our Commiſſioners to be au⸗ 
thoꝛtiʒed by Us in this Pur Kealme of England, to aduiſe of the beſt way, howthe woolles of that 
Our kingdome of Scotland, which ſhall not there be dzaped, may be bzought hither into England, and 
here from time to time bee bought vp and employed in the Dꝛaperie of this kingdome.
